Are two Spanish words which signify « 
small, thorny vi and from them is de- 
rived the English Sarsaparilla,which 
is pow associated \n the minds of so many 
with an alterative and blood-purifying 
medicine. Sarsaparilla, as found in com- 
merce, comes from different sources, and 
is divided into varieties according to the 
place of collection or shipment. The Lis- 
ben Sarsaparilia, as it is known in Europe,

and comes from the ports of Para 
and Maranham. The Caraccas Sarsa- 
parilla comes from Laguayra, while 
the Jamaica variety is really de- 
rived from Central America, and sim- 
ply seeks the Island of Jamaica as an 
easy channel for reaching market.

It is found in commerce in bandles two 
or three feet long, composed of a namber of 
the roots folded on themselves, packed in 
bales of a handred pounds each, and cov- 
ered with the bides of the cattle which 
roam in such countless numbers through 
the forests of that tropicaiclime. Very 
few medicines have undergone greater 
changes of reputation than Sarsaparilla.
